HOOVER DEFINES HIS 
ATTITUDE ON 
QUESTION

Washington. May 
6— Definite 
alignm ent of the Hoover adminis­ 
tration against a federal depart­ 
ment of education is an event of 
much more political significance, 
than appears on the surface. 
For several years the movement 
to centralise the educational ma­ 
chinery of the nation in Wash­ 
ington has been opposed not only 
by Catholic apokesraen 
who. 
it 
w as assumed, felt there might be 
some encroachment on the man­ 
agem ent of parochial schools, but 
also by many educators who be­ 
lieved that education is an obliga­ 
tion of the states. 
The national party’s platform 
bad been vague on 
the 
subject 
and the Interpretation now given 
by Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, sec­ 
retary of the Interior and Inti­ 
mate friend of President Hoover, 
w ill probably stand aa a 
prece­ 
dent of the republican party. 
Dr. 
W ilbur was until 
recently 
the, 
head of Stanford university and 
Is therefore thoroughly familiar 
with the details of this controver­ 
sy from an 
educational 
stand, 
point. 
The decision, which was 
announced In a speech before the 
American council of education, al­ 
so Indicates that the Hoover ad­ 
ministration la not going to try to 
usurp the powers of the states. 
Slum Centralisation. 
“There have been marked Inad­ 
equacies,” says Dr. Wilbur, 
“in 
districts without a proper sense of 
•elf-governuieut. without natural 
organising uBwer, 
and 
without 
flntbHlT strength. Some of those 
who have looked over our educa­ 
tional system have noticed 
only 
theee dark epota and have thought 
that 
a 
national 
mechanism 
should be devised that would be 
nationwide in scope 
and 
would 
bring these weaker or dark spots 
at least up to the average level of 
the country. Correction of abu aes 
Is a poor method of developing 
proper administration. It seems to 
me that there ll a distinct menace 
In the centrallaatlon In the na­ 
tional government of any large 
educational scheme with extensive 
flancial resources available. 
Ab­ 
normal power to mold and stan­ 
dardise and cryatallse education, 
which would go with the dollars, 
would be more damaging to local 
govern manta, local aspiration and 
self-respect, and to state govern­ 
ments and state self respect, than 
any assistance that might come 
from the fund. 
“We cannot rise 
higher 
than 
our source. 
That source In gov­ 
ernment with us is 
local. 
The 
family and the local community 
must be the places where citizen­ 
ship is built and where the fibre 
of .the nation is strengthened and 
its forces recruited. 
Too 
much 
help from afar Is harmful to the 
Initiative and self-reliance requi­ 
site for character in a communi­ 
ty.”Many Alms Accomplished. 
As a matter of fact many of the 
proponents of a 
department 
of 
education have not been interest­ 
ed In controlling state system s of 
education or the financing of edu­ 
cational projects that have believ­ 
ed in such a department because 
of the co-ordinating Influence 
it 
could have on the 
state. 
The 
fact that an educator of the stand­ 
ing of Dr. Wilbur now is head of 
the department 
of 
the 
interior 
makes it possible, for all practic­ 
al purposes to carry out the ob­ 
jective of manv friends of a de- 
partmept of education. 
Here is a 
significant paragraph 
from 
Dr. 
W ilbur's speech which indicates 
the direction of his future policy: 
“The place of 
the 
national 
government Is not that of supply­ 
ing funds in large amount for 
carrying on 
the 
administrative 
functions of education in the com- 
muntles. but to develop methods, 
Ideals and procedures, and to pre­ 
sent them, to be taken 
on their 
merits. 
The 
national 
govern­ 
ment too. can give widespread In­ 
formation on procedures, can re­ 
port on what is actually going on 
In different parts of the country 
and In the world, and can unify 
to some extent 
the 
objects 
of 
those in the field of education In­ 
sofar as unification 
is desirable. 
There is a distinct place for this 
sort of thing in the administrative 
aide of the national government, 
but it ahould not be recognized as 
an administrative 
position 
with 
large funds at its disposal. 
“A department 
of 
education 
similar to the other departments 
of the government Is not requir­ 
ed. 
An adequate ooattlon for ed­ 
ucation within a department and 
with sufficient financial support 
for its research, survey and other 
work la all that Is needed. Great 
gains are possible lo our whole 
educational scheme through na-

Bracker Rules Capital Punishment Measure Faulty 


Solution of German War bebts 
Problem Looms; Proposal of 
U. S. Expert is Finding Favor 


Paris. May 
6— (*»)— Th# 
Bri­ 
tish, Italian, Japanese and Ger 
man delegations 
to the 
second 
Dawes committee were lined up 
tonight in favor of the proposal of 
Owen P. Young for the final set­ 
tlement 
of the 
German repara­ 
tions problem. 
The French and 
the .Belgians 
are withholding their final decis­ 
ion until they have made careful 
survey of the figures and the con­ 
ditions Involved. 
Thomas W. Lamont tonight ex­ 
pressed the 
impression of expert 
circles as to the chances of suc­ 
cess for Mr. Young’s compromise 
measure in these terms: 
“It would be 
foolish to 
mini­ 
mize the Importance of Saturday's 
development and It would be rash 
to count on it as assuring final 
agreement.” 
Although 
an agreement 
was 
regarded tonight as dependent up­ 
on the attitude of French and Bel­ 
gian experts, It Is understood that 
British adherence to 
the project 
was made under conditions. Great 
Britain instated that there should 
he no change 
in the 
percentage 
fixed at Spa. Belgium, just after 
the war, for the distribution of 


reparations among 
the creditors, 
granting 52 percent to France, 22 
per cent to Great Britain, IO per 
cent to Italy, 8 per 
cent to Bel­ 
gium and the rest to the other 
creditors in small items. 
Further Dtffirultica 
This attitude seems to point to 
further difficult 
negotiations be­ 
tween the creditor nations, even lf 
the French and Belgians are w ill­ 
ing to accept Mr. Young’s figures. 
It is pointed out 
tonight that 
the Allies have not agreed as to 
which should make the necessary 
sacrifices to 
bring their 
claims 
down to the figures presented by 
the creditors to the conference. 
The difficulty of coming to an ac­ 
cord on this point now becomes 
more generous, since under the 
proposed 
compromise a 
further 
considerable cut In the total pay­ 
able by 
Germany must 
be con­ 
sented to. 
The new situation will 
be the 
object of private talks tomorrow 
morning which 
will 
lead 
to a 
meeting of the experts from the 
creditor nations. 
Then, 
lf they 
come to an agreement, a plenary 
session will be called In which fin­ 
al details will be arranged.

CONGRESS’ NEXT Escobar FUcS 
TASK IS TARIFF 
States; Held 


New* Bill Is Finished; 
Will Probably Be Give* 
to House Today 


W ashington, May 6— VP)— The 
senate came within b ailing dis­ 
tance of its first vote on the farm 
hill today as the house approached 
its second task of the special ses­ 
sion— tariff reviaion. 
While the senate was coming 
to an agreement which would as­ 
sure a vote on the export deben­ 
ture plan late In the week. Chair­ 
man Hawley o f’ the house ways 
and means 
committee 
Informed 
the house that his group had fin­ 
ished the new tariff bill and would 
have it ready for Introduction to­ 
morrow at noon. 
After the tariff has been made 
nubile a day or so will be given 
the house members to study It. 
Hawley said. Party caucuses prob­ 
ably will be held later to deter­ 
mine what the alignment will be 
on the various questions arising 
during its consideration. 
The senate continued debate on 
the farm bill hut the house, after 
a brief prohibition argument, ad­ 
journed o u t of resneot for Repre­ 
sentative Casey of Pennsylvania, 
who died last night In Panama. 
Before taknig un the farm de­ 
bate the senate adonted a resolu­ 
tion of Senator W alsh, Democrat. 
Montana, asking the postmaster 
general for.the last statements of 
ownership filed bv the newspapers 
In which the International Paper 
and Power company holds inter- 
est.Meanwhile, a majority of the 
senate Judiciary committee was on 
record as favoring the report of 
Senator Stetwer, Republican. Ore­ 
gon. holding that Secretary Mellon 
i legally could aerve as head of the 
treasury department. 
The com­ 
mittee also approved the nomina­ 
tion of A. Lee Wyman as a judge 
for the South Dakota district. 
Renresentatfve Brand, of Ohio, 
introduced a bill to make $1,000.- 
000 available for aiding states in 
paying salaries of teachers In ele­ 
mentary rural schools. 
The con­ 
tributions would 
be 
contingent 
upon similar 
appropriations 
by 
the states 
and 
their 
purpose 
would be reduction of farm land 
taxes. 
a

Johnson, who Jast spring was 
kept under the care of physicians 
for three months by influenza, ap­ 
parently was In good health when 
the Senators arrived here last Fri­ 
day for a series with the Cleve­ 
land Indians, but Hsturday caught 
a cold which affected his kidneys. 


El Paso. Tefc., May 6—(/P)—Gen* 
•neral ieee Gonsalo Escobar, com­ 
mander-tn-chlef ofthe ill-fated Mca­ 
lean 
revolutionary • 
army, 
flew 
across the border into the United 
States Thursday with former Gov­ 
ernor Topete, of Sonora, and con­ 
ferred with Governor Rodriguez, of 
Baja California, at a ranch near 
Gila Bend, Arlz., Saturday, it was 
learned today. 
John . C. Uhrlaub, a California 
rancher, who met Escobar after he 
crossed the border, told the story 
of the flight here. 
“Escobar, accompanied by Topete 
and another rebel 
general, 
flew 
across the border, heavily armed 
but not accompanied by any body­ 
guard, to attend a conference with 
Rodriguez which was arranged by 
an American mining engineer at 
his ranch 
near 
Gila Bend," the 
rancher sa'd. 
“When the conference ended Es­ 
cobar asked permission to recross 
the border into Baja California but 
was flatly refused by Rodriguez. 
Escobar became so angry I thought 
there was going to be trouble." 
The rebel leader told Uhrlaub he 
would claim the protection of the 
United States government by “the 
same right the kaiser of Germany 
claimed that of Holland at the close 
of the World war." 
“We had plenty of money.” Esco­ 
bar was quoted by Uhrlaub as say­ 
ing. “but the United States was 
against us. 
We tried repeatedly 
to get munitions across the border 
but failed because of 
the 
strict 
guard maintained by the American 
border controls.”

Lansing. Mich., May 6— (JP)— 
Capital punishment, having trav­ 
ersed an obstacle-strewn legisla­ 
tive path to the executive desk for 
the first time in more than half a 
century, must be replaced In the 
hands of the legislature or face 
almost certain veto. 
Its return to 
the house has been requested. 
Wilbur 
M. 
Brucker, attorney 
genera), 
ruled 
today 
that 
the 
measure as approved is faulty. In 
effect he held its “saving clause” 
is not broad enough 
to 
permit 
prosecution of first degree mur­ 
derers whose offense was commit­ 
ted prior to 
enactment 
of 
the 
death penalty and who have not 
already been adjudged guilty or 
Innocent. 
Should the ^^enl,0,, bill 
become law In Its present form all 
murderers who have committed 
crimes but have not been appre­ 
hended nor brought before the bar 
of Justice would go “scot free,” 
Brucker declared. 
The new law 
would apply only to those com­ 
mitting murder after it became 
effective; murderers who have not 
been tried would be exempt. 
B eta rn of BUI Asked 
The attorney general convinced 
Senator Teter B. Lennon, of Gen­ 
e se e introducer of the bill.-that it 
Is defective. Aa a ref in a motion 
was 
offered 
by 
Representative 
John Espie, staunch capital pun­ 
ishment proponent, that the sen­ 
ate be asked to return the meas­ 
ure. 
Attempts by opponents of 
the penalty to 
kill 
the 
motion 
failed. 
The senate today was to 
receive 
the 
request 
and 
vote 
whether to accede. 
If the bill is 
returned an amendment will be 
offered providing that prosecution 
for murders committed prior to 
the effectiveness of the death bill 
may be carried out. 
The 
attorney 
general 
cited 
many precedents 
to 
show 
that 
criminal laws increasing penalties 
must have a broad “saving clause” 
to retain punishment for offend­ 
ers prior to the new act. 
With proponents of the extreme 
penalty seemingly assured that 
the measure must be repaired, in­ 
dications were that the necessary 
majority to reconsider 
the 
bill 
could be secured. 
Some friends 
of the proposal, however, indicat­ 
ed they feared the outcome. 
They 
believed opponents of the measure 
would attempt to take advantage 
of Its reappearance to attempt a 
slaughter. 
May Not Save Bill 
Even if the legislature altered 
the bill to comply with the attor­ 
ney general’s suggestion It might 
never become law. 
It was consid­ 
ered certain the. governor would 
veto the measure unless It were 
changed. 
He has not guaranteed 
that he will sign It. however, no 
matter what It's 
form 
may 
be 
when It reaches his desk. 
The so-called “saving clause” In 
the present 
bill 
simply provides 
that pending prosecutions may be 
continued under the existing law, 
which 
prescribes 
life 
imprison­ 
ment for first degree murderers. 
It would be impossible to continue 
such prosecutions under a capital 
punishment law because of a con­ 
stitutional mandate 
against 
em- 
nloying penalties increased after 
the commission of a crime. 
The 
present “saving clause", however, 
made no provision for the prose­ 
cution of murderers against whom 
prosecutions have not been insti­ 
tuted. 
The 
proposed 
amended 
clause would Include all murders 
committed under 
existing 
laws. 
They would not be liable to the 
death penalty. 
The attorney general took the 
position that lf the change were 
not made. murderers 
who 
have 
not heen apprehended could wait 
until the capital punishment law 
became effective 
and 
surrender 
with perfect immunity.

Pittsburgh, May 6— (VP)— With 
one of the twelve entrants in the 
national elimination balloon race 
•MU unreported, t^ie wanner 
was 
Y. drtuot tonight, 
although 
the 
Navy No. I apparently had brok­ 
en a distance record 
by 
landing 
near Charlottetown, 
Prince Ed­ 
ward Island, after a flight of ap­ 
proximately 900 miles. 
Determination of the ultimate 
victor must await a report from 
the 
Detroit 
Times 
entry, 
of 
which nothing had 
been 
heard 
since the takeoff 
late 
Saturday 
afternoon. E. J. Hill, of Detroit. 
is pilot of the "Times” hag. with 
Arthur C. Schlosser 
aide. 
Both 
are experienced balloonists. 
Lieut. Thomas W. 
G. 
Settle. 
pilot, and Ensign Wilfred Bush­ 
nell. aide on the Navy I. were in 
the air about 44 hours to cover 
900 miles, according 
to 
unof­ 
ficial computation. 
The existing 
record for the type of craft used 
in the elimination is 
572 
miles. 
set by 8. A. 
U. 
Rasmussen 
in 
1927. Rasmussen was pilot of the 
Detroit Balloon Flub entry In this 
year’s race, landing at Camden. 
N. Y.. a distance of 
more 
than 
300 miles. 
“ Times” F ate U ncertain 
The possibility that 
the 
De­ 
troit “Times” had landed In an 
isolated district where means of 
communication were 
not 
avail­ 
able was considered at headquar­ 
ters. It was not believed, because 
of winds 
prevailing 
since 
the 
take-off. that the 
“Times” 
had 
heen taken out over the Atlantic 
ocean. 
Settle’s distance must he check­ 
ed bv national aeronautical 
as­ 
sociation officials before it 
be­ 
comes n part of the records 
of 
free ballooning. 
HUI and Schlosser are 
holders 
of the existing endurance record, 
which Is some 17 hours less than 
the 44 Settle and Bushnell 
took 
to reach Prince Edward 
Island. 
The balloonists in 
the 
Detroit 
“Times” made their 
endurance 
record In 1927. and It was said 
by race officials they might 
he 
out in an attempt to break that 
record.

Tasting aside the mill tax 
levy, 
the senate finance committee to­ 
day released the Hartman build­ 
ing bill to the floor of the upper 
house with a direct property tax 
appropriation of $25,610,000 for 
the next four years. The hill in 
its present form is a 
reduction 
of more than $2,000,000 from the 
original 8-10 mill tax measure. 
Release of the 
hill 
brought 
statements from 
house 
leaders 
that the lower branch will ' not 
concur in the changes 
and 
will 
insist on a con crew *. 
This ac­ 
tion probably will mean that the 
complicated finance Issfie will re­ 
main with the legislature until 
the closing hours of adjournment. 
After weeks of labor over the 
hill the finance committee releas­ 
ed a measure involving appropri­ 
ations of $5,290,000. $5,680,000, 
$7,200,000 and $7,440 OOO, 
re­ 
spectively. 
In 1930 1931. 1932 
and 1933. The original mill tax 
bill 
had 
sought 
appropriations 
of $6 760.000. 
$6,960,000, 
$7.- 
200.000 and $7,440,000 for the 
four years.

Bites of the louse, the bed bug, 
the larvae of pin worms, of the 
flet and the tick, and of the acar­ 
us scabiei, or itch parasite, pro­ 
duces well nigh intolerable itch­ 
ing. 
Physicians 
prescribe 
all 
sorts of preparations which con­ 
trol the sensation of itching sat­ 
isfactorily. but the cure 
of 
th** 
condition depends on getting rid 
of the parasite or of the toxic sub­ 
stances that are responsible. 
In the case 
of 
the 
mosquito 
bite. the blood supply takes care 
of this usually within 24 hours, 
sometimes longer. An unscratched 
mosquito bite will stop itching if 
one has a mind strong enough to 
avoid paying attention or capable 
of being fixed on some other m at­ 
ter. Really It does not stop itching 
at all, merely the threshold for 
perception of the sense of itching 
is raised.

H a r r y Jacobson W as 
First Engineer on Ill- 
Fated O. E. Parks 


Harry Jacobson, son of Mrs. Ma­ 
rie Jacobson, 218 Lake Shore Drive, 
was a member of the crew of the 
pulpwood barge, O. E. Parks, which 
foundered off Thunder Hay Island 
in Lake Huron In a terrific' gale 
last Thursday night. 
All members 
of the crew are safe, thanks to the 
timely rescue made by the coast 
guardsmen, but the motorized ship 
and cargo are a total loss. 
"We had a narrow escape,” said 
Jacobson to his brother, George, of 
the Jacobson & Anderson 
store, 
over long distance telephone from 
Sault Ste. Marie. 
"The boat was 
about to go down when the coas£ 
guard rescue crew came. 
I was 
standing in water up to my knees 
in the engine room Just before we 
were taken off.” 
Jacobson was first engineer on 
the boat. 
He left Escanaba the 
middle part of April to start his 
work for the season. 
The Esca­ 
naba man is expected to 
arrive 
hero late today to visit 
at 
the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. James Arm­ 
strong, 
at the Sand Point light­ 
house. 
The O. E. Parks left Richards 
Landing Thursday with a cargo of 
pulpwood and a crew of about a 
dozen men. including her captain, 
Samuel Shields, of Sault Ste. Ma­ 
rie, owner of the boat. She cleared 
for Alpena and was caught In the 
sudden northwest storm that swept 
over Lake Huron. She was swamp­ 
ed about three miles off the island. 
According to information receiv­ 
ed here, the rescue was made by

DEATH PENALTY 
UNFAVORED 


Rotarians, as Individuals, 
Express Opinions in 
Straw Vote 


Members of the Escanaba Rotary 
club yesterday, as Individuals and 
not as members of any organiza­ 
tion, by a vote of 83 to 3, endorsed 
the capital punishment bill, passed 
by both houses of the Michigan leg­ 
islature and now before Governor 
Fred W. Green for his signature 
The m atter was brought before 
the club members by John P. Nor­ 
ton, who explained that in spite of 
agitation for legislating fixing capi­ 
tal punishment 
for 
premeditated 
murder, over a long period of years, 
the legislature of the state at this 
session has for the first time been 
able to agree upon a bill and that 
bill is now before Governor Green. 
It was further urged that those 
who believe In capital punishment, 
as a means of protecting society 
from the menace of 
those 
who 
commit premeditated murder,should 
make their views known to Gov­ 
ernor Green, as the state's chief 
executive is now 
being 
deluged 
with telegrams and 
letters 
from 
those who are opposed to capital 
punishment and the convictions of 
those in favor of the bill should be 


equally emphasized. 
It was agreed that the expression 
taken should be as Individual citi­ 
zens and not as members of the 
Rotary club and when a call was 
made for those favoring the bill to 
stand, 33 of the 36 members in at­ 
tendance, arose to their feet. 
A 
telegram was Immediately sent to 
Governor Green, advising him of 
the sentiment expressed by busi­ 
ness and professional men of Es­ 
canaba. 
Heads of industrial and civic or­ 
ganizations of Escanaba were also 
requested yesterday to either wire 
or write to Governor Green. 
William Bonitas, president of the 
William Bonitas Lumber company, 
forwarded the following message to 
Governor Green: "I conscientiously 
believe majority of people of this 
county are in favor of capital pun­ 
ishment.

Rotarians H e a r About 
Big Trading Indus­ 
try Here 


Herbert Holderman. superintend­ 
ent of the Chicago ic North W est­ 
ern Tie Preserving plant in this 
city, told members of the Escanaba 
Rotary club yesterday that approxi­ 
mately 1.500,000 ties were given a 
trebeled life of usefulness by pres­ 
ervation at the Escanaba plant last 
year and predicted that the output 
of the plant bere would at least 
equal that figure this year. 
At the opening of his address. 
Mr. Holderman reviewed the his­ 
tory of wood preserving, showing 
that it was practiced by the early 
Egyptians, the Greeks and the Ro­ 
mans. making the preservation of 
wood one of the most ancient arts. 
He traced the progress made in 
that industry through 
the 
ages. 
-with a constant Increase in the 
practice until today preservative of 
home nature Is used on practically 
all wood construction. 
Mr. Holderman said 
that 
the 
Pennsylvania road was 
the 
first 
great railway 
system 
to experi­ 
ment with the use of treated ties 
and the experiment of that com­ 
pany proved so successful that it 
has today been adopted by practic­ 
ally all of the great trans-conti­ 
nental systems. 
Ile said that zinc 
chloride was for many years used 
as the principal preservative for 
railway ties, but with the advent of 
electric signal 
systems, 
it was 
found that the tie preservation in­ 
terfered with the efficiency of those 
systems. Since that discovery, creo­ 
sote and petroleum oil has been 
almost universally adopted for use 
as a tie preservative. 
Under pres­ 
ent 
preservative 
practices, 
Mr. 
Holderman said that railroad ties 
have been made 
practically 
rot- 
proof and that the ties break down 
from wear. rather than from disin­ 
tegration. 
Mr. Holderman 
explained 
each 
step in tile tie preserving process 
at the Escanaba plant and made 
his address most interesting in its 
every part.
